Youth Employment Service Urged 


Establishment of a youth employment 


service was recommended to the Elk 
Grove Village Board Tuesday by the pub- 
lic safety and law enforcement task 
force. 


Don Walker, chairman, in a report to 


the board, requested that the village 
commit $2,300 to the service. 


The task force proposed that a staff of 


four students be hired this summer for 
$1.600, two of whom would handle office 
work and two who would be looking for 
jobs. He said: 


" T H I S PKOfiK.AM would provide 


youngsters with an opportunity for full 


and part-time employment in such areas 
as babysitting, home improvement assis- 
tance, work in stores and offices, in-plant 
employment, and many areas including 
yard work, not the least of which may be 
clean-up work in the industrial commu- 
nity." 


The service would be under the aus- 


pices and supervision of Community Ser- 
vices, he said. 


"A large amount of funding is unneces- 


sary to make this project work," he said, 
adding that eventually it would become 
self-supporting. 


Walker said he would ask local indus- 


trialists and the Centex Industrial Park 
Association (CIPA) to cooperate. 


TRUSTEE TOM ULLMANN suggested 


that CIPA be asked to participate in the 
initial funding of the service since it has 
"just as much to benefit as the village." 


Ullmann also expressed reservation 


that the service would not reach the 
"hard core" juvenile delinquents. 


Walker agreed it would probably not 


help the "hard core thief," but it would 
help the youngster who had a tendency 
to get in trouble.

New Pool ID Passes Set 


Now pool identification passes for the 


Elk Grove Park District swimming pro- 
gram will go on sale Saturday. 


A photo identification system is being 


used for the first time during the 1970-71 
swimming season, according to Mrs. 
Sandra Little, recreation superintendent. 


She described the cards as laminated 


plastic with a punched hole for attaching 
to a swim suit or towel. 


Each person 5-years-old and up is re- 


quired to have a card, she said. 


Mrs. 
Little also explained that the 


cards may be checked with the cashier 
for safekeeping if claim lockers are not 
used. 


SHE ADDED THAT each member of 


the family 5-ycars-old and over must be 
present when the pass is bought so pic- 
tures may be taken. If some members of 
the family cannot come at the same time 
as the rest of the family, other arrange- 
ments can be made.

The Elk Grove Village Board voted 4-1 


Tuesday to discontinue fire protection ef- 
fective May 31 for the Forest View subdi- 
vision. 


The vote followed a verbal blast by 


Trustee Richard McGrenera at the offi- 
cials of the Forest View Homeowners As- 
sociation. 


By failing to sign an $11,000 fire protec- 


t i o n c o n t r a c t with the village, 
McGrenera indicated the association was 
failing to meet its responsibility to its 
members. 


The association is balking at payment 


of the contract, which represents an 
$8.000 increase over last year's contract 
of $3,000. 


MrGRENEKA SAID, "Why Forest 


View feels they should be given this free 
is beyond my scope of reasoning. 


"Since they have even refused to sign 


their contract for fire protection and ser- 
vice, and all that this provides is for 
their safety and property protection, I 
strongly suggest that this board meet 
their arrogance and lack of interest in 
providing this protection of life and home 
by advising that 30 days from May 1, 
1970. their fire protection provided by 
one of the best-trained and dedicated fire 
departments using the most complete 
and modern equipment paid for by the 
residents and property owners of Elk 
Grove Village be discontinued." 


McGrenera's statement was made af- 


ter he had received a letter from Wesley 
Kentzel, president of the homeowners as- 
sociation, ending annexation talks with 
the village. 


KENTZEL SAID he did not feel he 


could muster support from the home- 
owners to annex in view of a recent de- 
nial by the village board of a request for 
annexation based on a 1968 proposal. 


The proposal for annexation two years 


ago appeared to be amicable to both the 
village and the association but majority 
support by the membership could not be 
obtained. 


Kentzel safd, "Unless the village board 


reverses its decision and accepts our 
request for the 1968 proposal, it is our 
intention to not pursue the issue any fur- 
ther." 


Kentzel then offered to proceed with 


installing fire hydrants and water mains, 
calling it a vital step toward good fire 
protection and future annexation. 


OFFICIALLY, fire protection for the 


subdivision was to have run out earlier 
this year when the old contract expired. 


Tuesday's board action reaffirms that 


the village no longer has a legal obliga- 
tion to provide the subdivision with fire 
protection. 


Nevertheless, Trustee Charles Zettek 


indicated the fire department "will do 
what's best'' in case a fire were to strike 
in the subdivision. 


Trustee Tom Ullmann voted against 


cutting off fire protection, saying he had 
a moral responsibility to the resident 
even though they lived outside the village 
limits.

Employes9 Pay Hikes OKd by Board 
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A wage and salary package giving Elk 


Grove Village employes raises of from 10 
to 25 per cent was approved by the vil- 
lage board Tuesday. 


The salary schedule affects police, fire, 


building, street, water and sewer depart- 
ments, and secretarial and clerical help. 


Starting salary for patrolmen was in- 


creased from $7,848 to $9,360 a year. Af- 
ter 3 years a patrolman would earn 
$12,024. 


Starting salary for firemen was hiked 


from $7,476 to $9,360 a year. With three 
years service, firemen also would be re- 
ceiving $12,024. 


THE INDICATIONS are that increases 


for both police and fire personnel make 
the community one of the highest paying 
in the area. 


Building inspectors, clerical workers, 


secretaries, and street and water depart- 
ment employes received increases of 
about 10 per cent. 


Increases for department heads and 


supervisors include: fire chief, from 
$15,000 to $17,000; police chief, from 
$15,400 to $17,000; water superintendent, 
from $11,600 to $13,800; street superin- 


tendent, from $11,100 to $13,500; and 
building supervisor, 
from 
$11,700 to 


$13,500. 


SALARIES FOR the finance director 


and Community Services director remain 
unchanged at $17,000 each. 


Salaries of a newly hired engineer and 


staff engineer were set at $17,500 and 
$14,400. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 


wage and salary recommendations were 
made after taking into account a survey 
of 116 positions and salaries in 44 cities 
and villages in the metropolitan area, the 


cost of living index, a survey of 20 key 
base positions and salaries to be paid in 


1970 in five neighboring municipalities, 
and recommendations made one year 
ago by a professional consultant. 


Willis said village employes have been 


"unselfish in serving our community, in 
keeping all services at high levels while 
we have grown both geographically and 
physically. 


"Our turnover has been very low; mo- 


rale high; and integrity beyond ques- 
tion," be said.

If the phone company knows of a 
certain village's plans to redevelop the 
downtown area, then the company can 
plan for additional services, relocation of 
its offices and other items. Conversely, if 
the phone company plans to install an 
underground cable in an area where the 
village plans to install sidewalks, the vil- 
lage can wait with its program so the 
phone company doesn't tear up the new 
walks.' 


Representatives sent by the four towns 


in the service area included city engi- 
neers, planning commission members, a 
chief of police and village managers. The 
representatives agreed the idea of coop- 
eration and communications was a good 
one, 
suggesting past problems 
could 


have been eliminated if there had been 
more cooperation in the past. 


BELL EXECUTIVES gave village rep- 


resentatives copies of maps of existing 
conduits, underground cables and utility 
poles. They promised that three-year 
plans for future construction would be 
forthcoming.

His Church Made of Cement

The Rev. Bruce Wheeler is a burly, jo- 


vial man who takes the world in his 
stride. 


And he is strictly modern. In his one 


year pastorship at the Prospect Heights 
St. Hilary's Episcopal Church, Wheeler 
has headed an innovative movement to 
counsel troubled youth, called HELP 
(Help Eliminate Local Problems.) 


Now the graying 46-year-old minister is 


leaving his suburban post to walk the 
city streets as an "after-hours" pastor in 
the night club district of Rush Street. 


"People think it is a gay life — jum- 


ping from one bar to another," said the 
Rev. Wheeler. "But you are not wel- 
come. Some people are afraid of the col- 
lar." 


The Rev. Wheeler has been at his new 


role for only six weeks. He assumed the 
position after the recent death of Father 
Owen, who introduced night ministry in 
Chicago five and a half years ago. 


HE IS ONLY working part time now, 


but beginning in July the Rev. Wheeler 
will take on a full time load from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m., five nights a week. He will also 
quit his local pastorship at this time. 


"My family." said the Rev. Wheeler, 


who is the father of three daughters, 
"has mixed feelings about my new 
schedule. They understand it is some- 
thing that has to be done. And it really 
won't be that different because I will be 
home during the dinner and early eve- 
ning hours." 


The Rev. Wheeler works out of a small 


office, located over a "hamburger joint" 
at the corner of Oak and Rush streets. It 
Is identified by a simple sign reading 
"night pastor." that is partially hidden 
by glaring lights advertising the food ser- 
vice downstairs. 


"All sorts of people drop in," said the 


Rev. Wheeler. "Sometimes a few words 
will solve their problem, and other times 
they need deep counseling." 


IN THE CASE OF a drug addict, alco- 


holic, runaway or other more serious 
problem, the Rev. Wheeler usually en- 
courages them to seek help from one of 
the many social services in the area. 


"My past experience in the Chicago 


House of Correction has helped me find 
contacts for many of these people," said 
the Rev. Wheeler. He spent 4b years 
there counseling the inmates. 


If business is slow. Wheeler leaves his 


office and walks the streets. "I drop into

the bars and shoot the breeze. It keeps 
people in mind that you are available." 


"I don't moralize about the people 


being in a bar. That is a sure way to get 
thrown out. If you are a phony, people 
always find you out." 


"Unfortunately, there are always some 


people who won't open up. They want to 
trust you, but they have been burned so 
many times in the past they can't. I just 
keep hoping I may be able to gain their 
confidence over a period of time." 


THE KEV. WHEELER'S job could be 


judged dangerous, but Wheeler says he 
isn't worried. "I have never been afraid 
in any part of the city. If you stay out of 
dark alleys where you don't belong, you 
are all right." 


"My new position really isn't all that 


different from a community pastorship. 
Both involve people and their problems. 
While working here people called me up 
to talk about the same problems I've en- 
countered in the city — drugs, alcohol." 


"The only difference was that, in the 


suburbs you had to wait for the people to 
come to you. because they are scattered 
over such a wide area. But in the city, 
you can walk out and meet them." 


"Actually my new position is a very 
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Chicago in one year and the phone com- 
pany planning to come through the next 
year and rip the street up to install tele- 
phone cables. 


ANOTHER ADVANTAGE is the pos- 


sible saving of money by preventing cost- 
ly late changes in plans made by villages 
or the telephone company.

Illinois Bell men agreed 
to contact other utility companies and 
the state and county highway depart- 
ments to try to have their representa- 
tives attend meetings with village repre- 
sentatives. 


FUTURE MEETINGS would include 


discussion of future plans of the phone 
company, other utility companies, the 
highways departments and the villages. 


The tentative date for future meetings 


to start was the end of August or begin- 
ning of September. However, Arlington 
Heights officials wanted a meeting with- 
in two to three weeks and phone com- 
pany officials agreed to an earlier date. 


The men attending the meeting agreed 


the step toward cooperation was merely 
a beginning and would help planning and 
engineering for the future,

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Harper Teacher Discusses His Dismissal

Robert Lakatos. a psychology teacher 


•t Harper College, yesterday described 
to about ISO students, faculty members 
and administrators the process of his dis- 
missal from the college, 


Lakatos. a young and popular teacher 


from Rolling Meadows, was told in Feb- 
ruary that his contract would not be re- 


newed for the 1970-71 school year. His 
appearance yesterday was one of his 
first public appearances on the matter. 


"I'm not going to appeal for renewal of 


my contract." said Lakatos at the begin- 
ning ot his talk. Instead, he discussed the 
case and argued for more student and 
faculty power in the decision-making 
process at Harper. 


LAKATOS. WHO allowed self-grading 


in his classes, said that the process of his 
dismissal began when he became upset 
over a heavy class load. He appealed to 
Larry King, social science division chair- 
man, and then resigned. 


Lakatos returned the next day and 


withdrew the resignation, but it stood. 


Later he was asked to gain reinstate- 


ment, to sign a five-point statement 
which would recognize his resignation as 
"immature and impulsive." He said he 
would not. and his contract was not re- 
newed. 


Lakatos said that constitutionally guar- 


anteed due process held up at the college 
until a Feb. 26 board meeting, at which 
time the college's board of trustees dis-

that the year at Harper had been worth- 
while. He stressed that the board of 
trustees, 
which governs the college, 


should include faculty members and stu- 
dents. 


L A K A T O S URGED that students, 


taught to make decisions at Harper, 
should be allowed 
into the 
process. 


"What better place to get it (experience) 
than here" he said. 


During a question and answer session 


after his talk. Lakatos said that he ap- 
pealed to the faculty affairs committee 
of the Faculty Senate for support. They 
concluded that, due to a lack of adminis- 
tration information, the validity of La- 
katos' firing could not be determined, but 
that neither side had conducted them- 
selves well during the affair. 


He scolded faculty members for their 


fear of innovative programs, and he con- 
cluded that they were "afraid to stick 
their necks out." 


"You can buy people off with an $8.000 


to $20.000 salary range." he said, in ref- 
erence to salaries at the college. 


HE ALSO STATED that he sent a 


memo questioning an apparent 
dis- 


crepancy in the college's policy manual 
on grades to four administrators. He said 
he has not received a reply (the memo

Too Silent Majority 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. 


Scanlon

profound, point about voter apathy 
last week. 


After :J39 voters turned out to de- 


cide 
whether 
Wheeling 
should 


adopt the state-outlined village 
manager 
form 
of government. 


.Sctinlon observed: "The election 
cost us $4.43 per vote." 


The action carried by a 3-1 mar- 


gin, supplanting Wheeling's local 
ordinance form of village manager 
government, but that wasn't the 
point at all. 


The point was that just 339 citi- 


xens — six per cent of the village's 
5,207 registered voters — bothered 
to turn out to make a decision as 
fundamental as the kind of local 
government they would have. 


And those six pur cent actually 


reversed action of five years ago. 
when a similar referendum was 
voted down. 


As Scanlon rightfully pointed out. 


Wheeling — which already lost two 
village managers under the old 


system — will be hard pressed to 
hire a new one. An applicant, he 
said, "could not help but see that 
the village is apathetic." 


The real tragedy is that the in- 


dictment is not Wheeling's alone. 
The voters of Wheeling are not bet- 
ter, and no worse, than residents of 
our other suburban communities in 
their apathy toward action on local 
affairs. 


Consistently, when asked to de- 


cide on local issues and on who will 
represent them on governing bod- 
ies, our voters leave it to a handful 
of their peers to make the decision. 


And consistently — as demon- 


strated in the Herald's own read- 
ership surveys — the degree of 
apathy increases the closer the 
election is to the voters. There is a 
clear pattern of decreasing in- 
volvement as the voter is asked to 
decide on national, state, village, 
school and special elections. The 
closer to home, the less the inter- 
est. 


A random sampling of the recent 


school board elections through the 
area makes the point. 


In High School Dist. 211, for ex- 


ample, with an estimated 40,000 eli- 
gible voters, only 2,500 turned out 
to elect new board members. 


In Hoffman Estates-Schaumburg 


Dist. 54, of some 17,000 registered 
voters, 1,300 cast votes in the board 
election. 


In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 


21, an astonishingly low 608 voters 
of an estimated 15,000 turned out. 


In High School Dist. 214, where 


the total eligible voters number be- 
tween 80,000 and 100,000, the board 
election drew 7,531. 


And in the Harper Junior College 


district, 
encompassing an esti- 


mated 175,000 potential voters, the 
special tax referendum election 
drew but 6,000, and the board elec- 
tion 12,804. 


The point of all this is too clear: 


the silent majority is far too silent, 
and those who suffer the most are 
those who don't care enough to do 
anything about it.

Citizens Do Slow 'Burn9 


by ALAN AKERSON 


One nf those hypocritical facets of big 


government that infuriate citizens and 
make cynics out of newspaper reporters 
came tn light recently in Wheeling. 


In the In.st few weeks inspectors from 


the Conk County Air Pollution Control 
Board have been issuring citations to 
Wheeling area residents who were using 
open burning as a means to get rid of 
trash on their property. 


YET. IN A FOHKST preserve east of 


Wheeling the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District regularly burns diseased 
trees that have been cut down. 


Questioned on this by a Herald report- 


er. Mario Tonelli, chief of the county's 
air pollution bureau admitted that the 
county's practice of burning openly goes 
against its own ordinance prohibiting 
such burning, but he said the costs of an 
incinerator to do the job would be prohi- 
bitive. 


And. he soys, the diseased trees have 


to be burned so the insects causing the 
disease can be destroyed. 


Tonelli added that the pollution bureau 


tries to exercise some control over the 
burning: "We recommend that they burn 
only when there are high winds," said 
Tonelli. Presumably this is so the smoke 


will clear. He said his bureau orders the 
burning to stop if a temperature in- 
version is expected which would prevent 
the smoke from blowing away. 


And he also noted the burning is done 


in the early evening because then the 
smoke rises more rapidly from 
the 


ground than it would in the morning. 
It seems the idea behind this is that the 
sun has all day to warm up the ground. 
And smoke rises faster from warm 
ground than from cold ground. 


WELL, WE'VE heard Tonelli's reasons 


for allowing the open burning to go on 
there. And too, we've heard the way the 
pollution bureau says it "controls" the 
burning. 


And somehow, we just can't buy it as a 


justification for the county's open burn- 
ing. That the county pollution board has 
chosen to enforce the ordinance prohibit- 
ing open burning is fine; that it has cho- 
sen to do this while the burning is going 
on in the forest preserve is ridiculous.

Schools Cut Town Apart

Tom, Dick and Harry have been boy- 


hood friends since their families moved 
to Rolling Meadows 10 years ago. 


They live beside and across the street 


from each other on Owl Drive. Tom is a 
year older, so this year he is a freshman 
at Forest View High School while Dick 
and Harry are eighth graders at Carl 
Sandburg Junior High School. 


The boys played neighborhood baseball 


and impromptu football together with the 
other kids on the block and the dads who 
had a free evening. Their mothers belong 
to the same neighborhood bridge club. 


AS YOUNGSTERS, the three boys as- 


sumed they would go through school to- 
gether as long as they lived in the same 
neighborhood. But they won't. This com- 
ing fall each one will be in a different 
high school. 


Tom will remain at Forest Vitw High 


School as a sophomore. Dick, who lives 
beside him, will go to Elk Grove High 
School with 350 other Rolling Meadows 
freshmen until the high school being built 
within walking ditsance of the neighbor- 
hood is completed. 


Harry, who happens to live across the 


street, will go to William Fremd High 
School. He win" not even be in the same 
school district with his two friends. 


Eventually Tom and Dick will go to the 


high school being built on Central Road 
and will have school activities in com- 
mon. But Harry, whose parents liked the 
house across the street better when they 
bought a home, will continue to go to 


Fremd High School. 


THE SITUATION has developed be- 


cause of recent decisions by two school 
boards, High School Dist. 211 and High 
School Dist. 214. 


Dist. 211 last week denied a ri"|tiest by 


75 per cent of the people in the northwest 
section of Rolling Meadows, whosj kids 
go to Fremd, to disannex from Dist. 211 
and join Dist. 214. The students, about 
100, are 
within walking distance of 


School No. 7 being built in Roiling Meafl- 
ows by Dist. 214. 


Earlier this spring, the Dist. 21! board 


decided to move incoming freshmen who 
will attend School No. 7 wlien it opens 
next fall to Elk Grove High School for a 
year. Forest View High School will be 
overcrowded, partly because a group of 
Des Pla'ines parents insisted the board 
move their students from Elk Grove to 
Forest View. 


If these two decisions haven'' made 


Rolling Meadows parents mad, the pro- 
crastination by the Dist. 214 beard in se- 
lecting a name for School No. 7 may. 
Bids have been awarded nnd coastiuc- 
tion is beginning and still the "new high 
school" hasn't been named. 


Rolling Meadows residents thini; the 


board does not want to name it Rolling 
Meadows High School, and they may be 
right. So why feed the flames while they 
are hot? 


It seems incredible that a community 


the size of Rolling Meadows, with a pop- 
ulation of 17,500, would let tvo school 
boards made up of elected representa- 
tives make decisions which will send 


their high school students to three differ- 
ent high schools this fall. 


NOT ONLY ARE the decisions devas- 


tating to community spirit, the excuses, 
or reasons, whichever you prefer, are on 
weak grounds. 


The disannexation was denied because 


it might be precedent setting, and penny- 
poor Dist. 211 would rather have bonding 
power than happy students. 


Rolling Meadows freshmen will be bus- 


ed to Elk Grove because the high school 
they have been prepared for academical- 
ly is overcrowded with students moved in 
because of pressure from a jroup of Des 
Plaines parents. 


School No. 7 is as yet unnamed be- 


cause the board has been too busy with 
other tilings and just hasn't gotten 
around to naming it. 


No community should have to take 


such abuse from their own school boards. 
The residents, all of them Dart of a tax 
paying family, deserve better treatment, 
or at least equal consideration with other 
communities. 


IF THE SCHOOL districts themselves 


will not try to resolve the problems, par- 
ticularly those like Tom, Dick and Har- 
ry's, then it is up to the residents to ex- 
ert pressure. 


A citizens' committee was formed to

BIT t'NTIL THIS week, a prospective 


buyer probably thought the townhouse 
was somehow connected to Barrington 
instead of Hoffman Estates ' .'cause no 
m e n t i o n was made in Barrington 
Square's advertising of Hoffman Estates. 


Hoffman Estates village fathers no- 


ticed this oversight and insisted that the 
community's name be included on bill- 
boards and in brochures. Developers 
Kaufman and Broad were quick to agree 
since they needed a zoning variance for 
a billboard. 


Was K & B's oversight of Hoffman Es- 


tates intentional? Certainly in terms of 
prestige. Barrington is more than a few 
notches ahead 
of Hoffman 
Estates. 


Maybe the tacit implication would have 
helped their sales. 


WHATEVER the reasons, K & B isn't 


the only developer that does this. Camp- 
anelli Brothers were so successful with 
their Schaumburg subdivision that many 
people once thought Weathersfield is a 
separate community. 


New residents tend to associate with 


the subdivision neighborhood rather than 
the whole community.

areas of the country; why does a person 
that is in the congressional jobs in Wash- 
ington, D.C., get a 9.1 per cent raise last 
July when the postal worker in the same 
area got a 4.1 per cent raise, and the 
congressional workers are making any- 
where from $20,000 to $30,000 per year 
and the postal worker is making $6,000 to 
$8,400 per year. 


RIGHT NOW THE postal worker was 


sold down the river again and forgotten, 
the Nixon administration is giving all 
people that work in the government ser- 
vice a 6 per cent raise retroactive to 
Dec. 27, 1969. I have eight years in the 
postal service and I will get a retroactive 
check aroung $120.00 and the congres- 
sional worker's check will be somewhere 
between $400 and $500.

THE YOfNTS LIKE the Surprise Bur- 


gers grilled medium, so that the moza- 
rella cheese melts inside, yet the meat is 
pink. Naturally they make a big hit with 
their son, Bobby, who is 8. 


Because of the tasty filling, no catsup 


or relishes are needed, and the burgers 
are simply popped between buns. They 
are different and delicious backyard pic- 
nic fare! 


As accompaniments. Phyllis 
Yount 


suggests baked beans and a Jello salad. 
One of her specialties us another taste 


surprise — a mold that looks like lime 
yet tastes like lemon 


Green food coloring is the trick in- 


gredient used to tint a mixture of lemon 
Jello and cream cheese. A small bottle of 
7-l'p adds zest, while pineapple and 
chopped nuts give this salad an inter- 
esting texture. 


"Men especially seem to enjoy this sal- 


ad." Phyllis said. "It is a creamy green 
in color with a refreshing flavor." 


SHE .MAKES THIS in a bread pan, of- 


ten doubling the recipe. A Teflon pan is 
ideal, because the salad unmolds easily 
and is cut in slices to serve.

Turning leftovers into appetizing and 


eye-appealing dishes is a trick every 
good cook should know. Seldom does one 
not have usable portions remaining, es- 
pecially after serving a roast, and in 
these days of high food budgets, these 
should be put back on the table. 


Not long ago I baked a whole fresh 


ham and after serving guests had left 
quite a bit of good lean pork around the 
bone. In such cases one's thoughts often 
turn to chop sucy, but I wanted some- 
thing a little more attractive to my 
tastes. 


I call the recipe pork with mushrooms 


and peppers, and you can, of course, 
make it with fresh as well as previously 
cooked meat. 


First cook enough rice for 4 serving 


portions according to the directions ex- 
cept, instead of using water, boil the rice 
in chicken broth When rice is cooked, 
dot with pieces of pimiento and keep hot. 


CUT 1 POUND of pork into bite-sized 


chunks and marinate about a half hour 
in a mixture of 2 teaspoons cornstarch, 2 
teaspoons soy sauce, 4 teaspoons sherry, 
'2 teaspoon sugar, and '2 teaspoon vege- 
table oil. This doesn't make a great deal 


of marinade, so stir the pork around to 
coat all the pieces. 


While the meat is marinating, wash 


and slice 8 to 10 large mushrooms,. Re- 
move seeds from a large green pepper 
and cut into strips. Mash a wedge of gin- 
ger about the size of a quarter (I use 
sugared ginger, but either will do.) 


Mix 4 teaspoons cornstarch with 4 tea- 


spoons water, 4 teaspoon sugar, 2 tea- 
spoons soy sauce, and 1 teaspoon mono- 
sodium glutamate. Also have available 
14 cups chicken stock or broth. 


WHEN READY, heat 4 tablespoons 


vegetable oil in heavy sauce pan over 
high flame and add 1 teaspoon salt and 
the ginger. Add the pork and cook rapid- 
ly uncovered for 3 minutes. Now add the 
mushrooms, green pepper and chicken 
stock and cook covered for an additional 
3 minutes. 


Add the cornstarch mixture and cook 


stirring frequently until solution thick- 
ens. Serve immediately on beds of pi- 
miento rice.

Eat Alone But Like It 


Living by oneself can be a mighty lone-

come badly nourished for physical or fi- 
nancial reasons. But the problem is not 
limited to the aging. The career woman, 
or the bachelor in his apartment, all face 
the three-meals-a-day dilemma, day in 
and day out. 


A married man whose wife goes to vis- 


it her mother, or when his wife is having 
a baby, gets a taste of the problem. He'll 
agree that being alone is a far cry from 
when his wife is taking care of his meals. 
He leans to snacks, to letting dishes pile 
up until some have to be washed for the 
next meal. 


FROZEN DINNERS, canned foods that 


can be heated quickly, or hasty sand- 
wiches are always a temptation to the 
lone eater. These shortcuts in themselves 
are not so bad. But as steady diet, the 
four food groups, furnishing a wide vari- 
ety of choices of all different kinds of 
foods, is the only way one can be sure of 
a fully balanced and adequate diet. 


The individual that lives alone has the 


same nutritional needs as those who live 
in a household among loved ones. Good 
health, in fact, can be even more impor- 
tant to someone alone in the world than 
those of us who have relatives to fall 
back on in case of illness. Thus a suit- 
able plan for eating is essential. 


This should begin 
with breakfast. 


Skipping breakfast is nonsense and the 
temptation may be greater for one who 
lives alone. Lunch is easier since com- 
panionship is not difficult to arrange. In 
business, it could even be considered a 
principal meal, not just in quantity, but a 
time when a wise selection of foods helps 
to round out the day's diet. Then, dinner 
can be simpler if breakfast and lunch 
have already been adequate. And a bed- 
time snack, say a warm glass of milk, 
will top things off sensibly and enjoy- 
ably. 


Do invite friends to your abode for oc- 


casional dinners. Eating is an important 
social function as well as a necessity. 
Preparing foods for friends is a break in 
the routine of getting your own meals. 
On the weekends, try brunch as a social 
event. It could add worlds of excitement 
to an otherwise routine morning meal.

Not Mini-Bike Ride Areas 


Wheeling will have its "day in court" 


May 18 in the village's fight to have 
crossing gates installed at the Soo Line 
R.R. track crossing on Dundee Road. A 
hearing before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission has been set for that date in 
Chicago beginning at 2 p.m. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer and Acting 


Village Mgr. George Passolt are seeking 
citizens to testify at those hearings. 


Hamer said yesterday citizens who 


have experienced trouble driving across 
the tracks at the intersection with Dun- 
dee Road are needed, as are people who 
have witnessed accidents 
or "near- 


misses" at the crossing. 


He said as many as 25 people might be 


asked to attend the hearings to support 
others' testimony about problems they 
have had driving in the area. 


If you own a mini-bike in Wheeling 


you're probably having trouble finding a 
place to ride it. 


Wheeling police are issuing tickets for 


riding the mini-bikes on sidewalks be- 
cause of state laws which forbid motor- 
ized vehicles on sidewllks. Moreover, 
the bikes are too small to have license 
plates so they are illegal on the street. 


The only place the mini-bikes are legal 


is on private property. 


Meanwhile school officials and local 


merchants have found it difficult to keep 
the mini-bikes away from schoolyards 
and shopping center parking tots. 


A MINI-BIKE resembles a motorcycle 


or motorbike, but is much smaller. 


Wheeling's park district board tonight 


will consider one possible solution to the 
problem, a mini-bike trail through Heri- 
tage Park. 


Park Commissioner Gene Sackett told 


the Herald yesterday that he plans to 
suggest such a trail, which could be used 
for snowmobiles in the winter and mini- 
bikes in the summer, at tonight's meet- 
ing. 


Sackett said that establishment of a 


trail would depend on the legal aspects 
and possible insurance costs for the park 
district. 


Park commissioners have discussed 


the possibility of such a trail at com- 
mittee meeting, bot no formal decision 
has been made on the matter. 


YESTERDAY SACKETT met 
with 


Wheeling Police Chief M 0. Horcher to 
discuss the feasibility of such a trail and 
to find out whether the trail might elimi- 
nate police problems with the bikes. 


Horcher pointed out that while such a 


trail might provide a recreational ser- 
vice to residents, police might still have 
problems if people rode the mini-bikes to 
the park to use the trail. 


The chief said it would be difficult to 


force people to haul the bikes to the park 
in the back of a car or to walk them 
along the sidewalk rather than riding 
them. 


He told Sackett that unlike snow- 


mobiles which cost about $700, a mini- 
bike can be bought for $30 or $50. 


Horcher said that fact alone would 


mean that more prople might buy the 
mini-bikes and that overcrowding might 
result. 


HAMER TOLD THE Herald the hear- 


ings will be conducted much like a trial 
with the village attempting to prove the 
need for the crossing gates at the inter- 
section. He said officials from the rail- 
road had answered the petition for the 
hearing and will be there. If the ICC de- 
cides that gates are warranted, part of 
the cost will be borne by the railroad. 


He said officials from the state's high- 


way division, which has also been peti- 
tioned, have not answered the petition as 
yet. 


Citizens who would be willing to testify 


at the hearings are asked to contact 
Hamer or Passolt through the village of- 
fices for an interview. 


rfamer said Monday that data from the 


village police department and photo- 
graphs have already been prepared as 
evidence in the case.

HORCHER ASKED Sackett to have the 


park board consider the possibility of 
buying the mini-bikes with park funds 
and renting them for use on the trail. 


Another suggestion the chief made was 


that residents might store their bikes in 
a storage area at the park. 


Horcher also suggested the possibility 


of the district allowing a private firm 
nearby to rent the bikes for use on the 
trail. 


Sackett said that one advantage would 


be that there could be adequate super- 
vision over children riding the bikes in 
the park and that safety requirements 
such as helmets would be enforced.

Village Eyes Limit 


On Height of Bushes 
~ 


Don't haul out your bush trimmers yet. 
The village's traffic and safety com- 


mittee has recommended an amendment 
to village ordinances calling for a height 
limitation for bushes and shrubs located 
on corner lots. 


However, the amendment has not yet 


been adopted by the village board. In- 
stead it has been referred to the legisla- 
tive committee. 


THE AMENDMENT would limit the 


height of bushes on corner lots to 30 
inches from sidewalk level if they are 
located within 20 feet of the sidewalk. 


The committee also recommended the 


fine for violations of this ordinance be 
raised from $2 to $5. 


The village's efforts to get gates in- 


stalled were escalated earlier this year 
after two serious accidents in January 
and February. Two drivers escaped in- 
jury, in the accidents but both cars were 
demolished. 


At least three accidents (in addition to 


the two this year) have occurred at the 
crossing in the last 10 years. Three per- 
sons have been killed in crossing acci- 
dents in that time. 


PROBLEMS WITH THE crossing in- 


clude bright sunlight which makes sig- 
nals hard to see. a building on the south 
side of Dundee Road makes watching for 
a train impossible for eastbound traffic. 
and signals occasionally fail to work. 


An elevated grade crossing also makes 


it difficult to drive in the area because 
drivers cannot see the other side of the 
tracks. 


Gates have not been installed at the 


crossing because of an ICC rule that 
gates are used only where there is more 
than one track at a crossing. 


The ICC investigation was finally be- 


gun in March after Village Pres. Ted. C. 
Scanlon contacted ICC Secretary Daniel 
A. Gallagher. 


AX INSPECTION of the crossing by 


ICC inspectors ordered by Gallaghee in- 
dicated that crossing gates were not war- 
ranted. 


The inspector said a backing for the 


lights and better hood was needed, as 
was straightening of the light standards. 


The possibility of strolje lighting at the 


crossing was suggested by the ICC in- 
spector. The high intensity strobe lights 
would be more readily visible in all cli- 
matic conditions. 


Following the inspectors' report, the 


village filed the petition for the hearing. 
The petition seeks an underpass, a set of 
crossing gates or a watchman at the 
crossing. It points out that traffic on 
Dundee Road and rail traffic have been 
increased recently at the crossing. 


Monday the village board gave final 


approval to a new Dominick's Finer 
Foods shopping center to be built just 
west of the crossing on the north side of 
Dundee Road. The center will increase 
traffic in the area even more. 


Scanlon has noted that the frequency of 


accidents at the crossing seems a strong 
argument for installation of gates be- 
cause the average accident rate at rail- 
road crossings statewide is one accident 
every 59 years, far below the average 
at the Dundee crossing. 


Qn Whom? 


Art Horeher, brother of Wheeling's Po- 


lice Chief M. 0. Horcher. thought some- 
one was playing a joke on him Tuesday 
night when he couldn't find his car at the 
bowling alley, so he went home without 
it. 


Meanwhile, Richard Voss. 17. of 31 N. 


First st., Wheeling, was allegedly driving 
Horcher's car on Martin Lane in Rolling 
Meadows. 


Rolling Meadows police arrested Voss. 


who had just been released on probation 
for auto theft, for driving without a valid 
drivers license. They surprised Horcher 
with an inquiry about whether the car 
was stolen. 


Wednesday morning Horcher filed a 


complaint about the stolen auto after it 
was returned. Wheeling police have 


charged Voss with auto theft. 


Can Village Bargain With CCPA? 


Wheeling village board members met 


with a Wheeling police sergeant Monday 
in a continued discussion over collective 
bargaining with the local chapter of the 
Cook County Police Association (CCPA). 


Much of the discussion 
centered 


around whether the village legally can 
collectively bargain with an association 
representing public employes. 


Village officials have maintained this 


is impossible, based on an opinion given 
to the board by Village Atty. Paul Ham- 
er. 


Sgt. Gene Wolf, president of the local 


CCPA chapter which includes almost all 


Wheeling policemen as its members, 
says there is authority for the village to 
bargain collectively with the association, 
however. Wolf told board members that 
a written reply to Hamer's opinion would 
be submitted by the association with 
copies of opinions by other village at- 
tornies. 


WOLF SAID YESTERDAY that fur- 


ther meetings might be scheduled with 
village officials following a CCPA Wheel- 
ing chapter meeting scheduled for next 
Wednesday evening. 


Hamer's letter explained that because 


there is no specific legislation enabling 


village officials to enter into a collective 
bargaining agreement with any group, 
and because courts have held that a vil- 
lage must have specific statutory author- 
ity before enacting any ordinance, the 
village cannot enter such an agreement. 


Hamer also noted that a suit brought 


by the CCPA against the village of Nor- 
ridge had been dismissed on the same 
grounds. 


Hamer said however, that village em- 


ployes may attend committee meetings 
including budget hearings and may use 
present grievance procedures. 


Wolf submitted an explanation of col- 


lective bargaining which pointed out that 
the employes would benefit from collec- 
tive bargaining because of a greater like- 
lihood of obtaining his job goals. Wolf 
said an employer, such as the village, 
benefits because he knows the final 
agreement will be sanctioned by all em- 
ployes involved. Employe morale is im- 
proved, and the image of public officials 
is enhanced, Wolf added. 


HE SAID COLLECTIVE bargaining 


could cover such areas as vacations, lia- 
bility insurance, sick leave, uniform al- 
lowance, salary, hospital insurance, and 
professional training. 


He suggested the village's grievance 


procedure be amended to include the 
right of an employe to have assistance 
from another employe or professional as- 
sistance in processing his complaints. 


Trustee William Hart said yesterday 


that he was sure the village would allow 
professional representation in the griev- 
ance procedure as it now stands, pro- 
vided such assistance was warranted. 


Hart said that the village board mem- 


bers are not against the association. He 
said he thought the village "would have 
a good basis for collective bargaining 
with the money we pay."

A wage and salary package giving Elk

The salary schedule affects police, fire, 


building, street, water and sewer depart- 
ments, and secretarial and clerical help. 


Starting salary for patrolmen was in- 


creased from S7.84B to 59.360 a year. Af- 
ter 3 years a patrolman 
would earn 


$12,024. 


Starting salary for firemen was hiked 


from $7,476 to S9.360 a year With three 
years service, firemen also would be re- 
ceiv ing $12,024. 


THE INDICATIONS are that .increases 


for both police and fire personnel make 
the community one of the highest paying 
in the area. 


Building inspectors, clerical workers, 


secretaries, and street and water depart- 
ment employes received increases of 


about 10 per cent. 


Increases for department heads and 


supervisors include, fire chief, from 
$15,000 to $17,000; police chief, from 
$15,400 to $17,000; water superintendent, 
from $11,600 to $13,800; street superin- 
tendent, from $11,100 to $13,500; and 
building supervisor, from 
$11,700 to 


$13,500. 


SALARIES FOR the finance director 


and Community Services director remain 


unchanged at $17.000 each. 


Salaries of a newly hired engineer and 


staff engineer were set at $17,500 and 
$14,400. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 


wage and salary recommendations were 
made after taking into account a survey 
of 116 positions and salaries in 44 cities 
and villages in the metropolitan area, the 
cost of living index, a survey of 20 key 
base positions and salaries to be paid in 


1970 in fne neighboring municipalities, 
and recommendations made one year 
ago by a professional consultant. 


Willis said village employes have been

ANOTHER ADVANTAGE is the pos- 


sible saving of money by preventing cost- 
ly late changes in plans made by villages 
or the telephone company. In the past, 
incidents of conflicts have resulted in 
last-minute alterations of plans. 


Gene Wilroth, public works director for 


Arlington Heights, also suggested that 
cooperation between the village, Bell 
Telephone and other utility companies 
could save money when tunnels are built 
underneath railroad tracks.

Lake County School Dist. 96 is going to 


court again — this time in connection 
with its condemnation suit against Levitt 
and Sons, Inc. 


The trial date for the suit in which 


Dist. 96 is seeking 15 acres of Levitt- 
owned land in the Lake County portion of 
Buffalo Grove has been set for June 8, 
according to the school district's attor- 
ney. Miss Adline Geo-Kam. 


Dist. 96 Stipt. William llitzcman said 


yesterday that architects have been 
working on plans for the school to be 
placed on the site, located on Arlington 
Heights Road south of Highway 83. for 
some time He said he expected prelimi- 
nary drawings to be ready soon. For the 
time being, the district is calling the 
school "Kildeer III." 


THE St'lT WAS filed m February fol- 


lowing unsuccessful negotiations between 
the district and the building firm for the 
purchase of an additional .school site in 
Levitt's Strathmore subdivision. 


Recently a petition by the district seek- 


ing to temporarily halt any more persons 
from moving into new Strathmore homes 
in Lake County Buffalo Grove was 
turned down 


The school site issue first flared up last 


September when the village's planning 
commission was considering its recom- 
mendation to the village board con- 
cerning the final plats for the last three 
parts of Strathmore. 


At that meeting school board officials 


said they needed two additional school 
sites in the Lake County portion of the 
village. At that point they had only one 
site. 


In the ensuing months, officials from 


both Levitt and from the village met 
with the school board in an effort to 
resolve the matter. Meanwhile. Buffalo 
Grove approved the final plats as they 
had been presented — without any school 
site 


LEVITT OFFERED to sell land to the 


district for about $25.000 an acre The 
district offered to buy land at $3.000 an 
acre. Several negotiating sessions and 
school board meetings failed to bring the 
two sides much closer to a settlement. 


Levitt's final offer came in February. 


It was to sell either one of two 10-acre 
sites in the northwest corner of the vil- 


lage near Arlington Heights Road and 
Highway 83. The price was about 
$250,000. 


Arthur Edmunds, board president, 


summed up the board'* feelings at a spe- 
cial Saturday meeting on the matter 
when he termed Levitt's offer "obviously 
ridiculous " And at that point the district 
decided to condemn the land 


The district expects to have to accom- 


modate about 2.000 children from the 
Lake County portion of Buffalo Grove. 
The school to be built on the site already 
there will accommodate 700 pupils

schools, the district decided instead to 
build a single large school. As a result 
the district decided to seek 20 acres for a 
1,500-pupil school. 


Shortly after that, the district reduced 


the amount of land it was seeking to 15 
acres. 


The decision to condemn the land re- 


sulted in pickets being set up at the Lev- 
itt model homes site by members of the 
Strathmore 
Homeowners 
Association 


(SHA). That picketing continued for the 
next few weekends until the SHA called 
it off after Levitt filed a petition for an 
injunction that would have halted it. Lev- 
itt withdrew its petition after the picket- 
ing ended

Crossing Gate Trial' Set 


Wheeling will have its "day in court" 


May 18 in the village's fight to have 
crossing gates installed at the Soo Line 
R R. track crossing on Dundee Road. A 
hearing before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission has been set for that date in 
Chicago beginning at 2 p.m. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer and Acting 


Village Mgr. George Passolt are seeking 
citizens to testify at those hearings. 


Hamer said yesterday citizens who 


have experienced trouble driving across 
the tracks at the intersection with Dun- 
dee Road are needed, as are people who 
have witnessed accidents or "near- 
misses" at the crossing. 


He said as many as 25 people might be 


asked to attend the hearings to support 
others' testimony about problems they 
have had driving in the area. 


HAMER TOLD THE Herald the hear- 


ings will be conducted much like a trial 
with the village attempting to prove the 
need for the crossing gates at the inter- 
section. He said officials from the rail- 
road had answered the petition for the 
hearing and will be there. If the ICC de- 
cides that gates are warranted, part of 
the cost will be borne by the railroad. 


He said officials from the state's high- 


way division, which has also been peti- 
tioned, have not answered the petition as 
yet. 


Citizens who would be willing to testify 


at the hearings are asked to contact 
Hamer or Passolt through the village of- 
fices for an interview. 


Hamer said Mondav that data from the 


village police department and photo- 


graphs have already been prepared as 
evidence in the case 


The village's efforts to get gates in- 


stalled were escalated earlier this year 
after two serious accidents in January 
and February. Two drivers escaped in- 
jury, in the accidents but both cars were 
demolished. 


At least three accidents (in addition to 


the two this year) have occurred at the 
crossing in the last 10 years Three per- 
sons have been killed in crossing acci- 
dents in that time. 


PROBLEMS WITH THE crossing in- 


clude bright sunlight which makes sig- 
nals hard to see, a building on the south 
side of Dundee Road makes watching for 
a tram impossible for eastbound traffic, 
and signals occasionally fail to work. 


An elevated grade crossing also makes 


it difficult to drive in the area because 
drivers cannot see the other side of the 
tracks. 
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Gates have not been installed at the 


crossing because of an ICC rule that 
gates are used only where there is more 
than one track at a crossing 


The ICC investigation was finally be- 


gun in March after Village Pres. Ted C 
Scanlon contacted ICC Secretary Daniel 
A. Gallagher 


AN INSPECTION of the crossing by 


ICC inspectors ordered by Gallaghee in- 
dicated that crossing gates were not war- 
ranted. 


The inspector said a backing for the 


lights and better hood was needed, as 
was straightening of the light standards 


The possibility of strobe lighting at the 


crossing was suggested by the ICC in- 
spector. The high intensity strobe lights 
would be more readily visible in all cli- 
matic conditions. 


Following the inspectors' report the 


village filed the petition for the hearing 
The petition seeks an underpass, a set of 
crossing gates or a watchman at the 
crossing. It points out that traffic on 
Dundee Road and rail traffic ha\e been 
increased recently at the crossing 


Monday the village board gave final 


approval to a new Dominick's Finer 
Foods shopping center to be built just 
west of the crossing on the north side of 
Dundee Road. The center will increase 
traffic in the area even more 


Scanlon has noted that the frequency of 


accidents at the crossing seems a strong 
argument for installation of gates be- 
cause the average accident rate at rail- 
road crossings statewide is one accident 
every 59 years, far below the average 
at the Dundee crossing 


Can Village Bargain With CCPA ? 


Wheeling village board members met 


with a Wheeling police sergeant Monday 
in a continued discussion over collective 
bargaining with the local chapter of the 
Cook County Police Association (CCPA). 


Much 
of the discussion centered 


around whether the village legally can 
collectively bargain with an association 
representing public employes. 


Village officials have maintained this 


is impossible, based on an opinion given 
to the board by Village Atty. Paul Ham- 
er. 


Sgt. Gene Wolf, presiJent of the local 


CCPA chapter which Deludes almost all 


Wheeling policemen as its members, 
says there is authority for the village to 
bargain collectively with the association, 
however. Wolf told board members that 
a written reply to Hamer's opinion would 
be submitted by the association with 
copies of opinions by other village at- 
tornies. 


WOLF SAID YESTERDAY that fur- 


ther meetings might be scheduled with 
village officials following a CCPA Wheel- 
ing chapter meeting scheduled for next 
Wednesday evening. 


Hamer's letter explained that because 


there is no specific legislation enabling 


village officials to enter into a collective 
bargaining agreement with any group, 
and because courts have held that a vil- 
lage must have specific statutory author- 
ity before enacting any ordinance, the 
village cannot enter such an agreement. 


Hamer also noted that a suit brought 


by the CCPA against the village of Nor- 
ridge had been dismissed on the same 
grounds. 


Hamer said however, that village em- 


ployes may attend committee meetings 
including budget hearings and may use 
present grievance procedures. 


Wolf submitted an explanation of col- 


lective bargaining which pointed out that 
the employes would benefit from collec- 
tive bargaining because of a greater like- 
lihood of obtaining his job goals. Wolf 
said an employer, such as the village, 
benefits because he knows the final 
agreement will be sanctioned by all em- 
ployes involved. Employe morale is im- 
proved, and the image of public officials 
is enhanced, Wolf added. 


HE SAID COLLECTIVE bargaining 


could cover such areas as vacations, lia- 
bility insurance, sick leave, uniform al- 
lowance, salary, hospital insurance, and 
professional training. 


He suggested the village's grievance 


procedure be amended to include the 
right of an employe to have assistance 
from another employe or professional as- 
sistance in processing his complaints 


Trustee William Hart said \esterday 


that he was sure the village would allow 
professional representation in the gne\- 
ance procedure as it now stands, pro- 
vided such assistance was warranted. 


Hart said that the village board mem- 


bers are not against the association. He 
said he thought the village "would have 
a good basis for collective bargaining 
with the money we pay." 
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Employes' Pay Hikes OKd by Board 


A wage and salary package giving Elk 


Grove Village employes raises of from 10 
to 25 per cent was approved by the vil- 
lage board Tuesday 


The salary schedule affects police, fire, 


building, street, water and sewer depart- 
ments, and secretarial and clerical help. 


Starting salary for patrolmen was in- 


creased from S7.84S to $9 :!60 a year. Af- 
ter 3 years a patrolman would earn 
$12,024. 


Starting salary for firemen was hiked 


from S7.476 to $9,360 a year. With three 
years service, firemen also would be re- 
ceiving $12,024. 


THE INDICATIONS are that increases 


for both police and fire personnel make 
the community one of the highest paying 
in the area. 


Building inspectors, clerical workers, 


secretaries, and street and water depart- 
ment employes received increases of 


about 10 per cent. 


Increases for department heads and 


supervisors include: fire chief, 
from 


$15,000 to $17,000; police chief, from 
$15,400 to $17,000; water superintendent, 
from $11,600 to $13,800; street superin- 
tendent, from $11,100 to $13.500; and 
building supervisor, from 
$11,700 to 


$13,500. 


SALARIES FOR the finance director 


and Community Services director remain 


unchanged at $17.000 each. 


Salaries of a newly hired engineer and 


staff engineer were set at $17.500 and 
$14,400. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 


wage and salary recommendations were 
made after taking into account a survey 
of 116 positions and salaries in 44 cities 
and villages in the metropolitan area, the

A slim four-column newspaper called 


the "Correspondent" has won an All- 
American rating from the National Stu- 
dent Press Association (NSPA) for the 
third straight semester. 


The staff responsible for the honor in- 


cludes about 15 Hersey High School stu- 
dents, and their adviser, Richard Nelson. 


All-American is the highest award giv- 


en by NSPA in their critical service of 
high school journalism. Hersey was the 
only Dist. 214 school to win the award. 


The students attribute their success to 


"luck" and news content. As feature edi- 
tor Diane Gardner explained it, "We 
have tried to avoid the trite stories you 
see in a lot of school newspapers and 
concentrate on what is meaningful." 


D r u g s and smoking have been 


prominently in the paper and one 
January issue was completely devoted to 
the pollution and environment issue. 


NELSON DESCRIBED his students as, 


"very dedicated. They are always think- 
ing in terms of what benefits the paper. 
Their reporting responsibility has be- 
come such a part of them they don't re- 
alize it is there." 


"I think one of our jobs is to stimulate 


discussion and ideas among the other 
students," said Ted Moravec, news edi- 
tor. 


"Yet, we don't have to be representa- 


tive of the entire student body," added 
Brendan O'Connell, co-editor. 


The staff has encouraged the other stu- 


dents to write letters and Kiiest editorials 
for the paper but they say they have had 
little response. 


The NSPA judges described the con- 


tent and coverage of the paper as "defi- 
nitely superior," adding, "It reflects a 
keen awareness of the world around its 
readers. And the editorial leadership is 
v e r y s t r o n g , outspoken, but al- 
ways relevant." 


Physical layout was also commended 


by the judges, as "attractive, bright and 
almost professional." Nelson attributes 
the "cleanliness" of the paper to the 
printer, Paddock Publications. However, 
the students make up all their own lay- 
outs. 


THE ONLY AREA in which the paper 


did not take honors is photography. "We 
have had a problem in this area," said 


Nelson, "and are trying to compensate 
now by having O'Connell take all our 
photographs." 


The first semester they received the 


award they were "shocked," the second 
semester they "expected it," and the 
third semester it was "old hat." 


The students were shocked to receive 


the award the first time because the 


school had just opened, explained i\"el- 
son, and "I didn't have time to drill them 
from a workbook." 


"The students had to put out a paper 


with no previous experience that semes- 
ter. They learned with each issue." 


"And this semester both my coediiors

Sanitary District 
In Wolf-Mandel? 


Prospect Heights residents living in 


the Wolf Mandel Homeowner Association 
area are waiting for the Cook County cir- 
cuit Court to set a hearing date to review 
their request to establish a new sanitary 
district. 


Petitions signed by at least 80 per cent 


of the homeowners were submitted to the 
court last week by the associations' at- 
torney, Jerome Pinderski. 
Once the 


hearing is held, residents are allowed 60 
days to hold an election to approve for- 
mation of the district. 


The Wolf-Mandel area is one of the last 


in Prospect Heights not to have a sewer 
system. It encompasses approximately 
70 homes bound by Camp McDonald 
Road on the south; Old Willow Road on 
the north, Wolf Road on the west and 
Mandel Lane on the east. 


THE POSSIBILITY of sewers has been 


discussed off and on by the associ- 
ation's members for the past few years, 
but not acted upon until now. Many of 
the septic tanks in the area are up to 14 
years old. 


"The odor from these out-dated tanks 


has become very offensive," reported 
one homeowner. The ground around the 
tanks is spongy and has become so satu- 
rated with sewage, it can not absorb any- 
more. Consequently, many of the toilets 
in the area are backing up. 


Several engineer firms have been con-

tacted by the association for a cost sur- 
vey of a new sewer system. The Fletcher 
Engineer Co.. the same firm hired by His 
Old Town Sanitary District (OTSD'. !;<ts 
the total cost at around S55.000. 


THE COST TO each homeowner v.iU be 


approximately $1.100. "This sum will 
probably be paid in a special ,n?se.ssment 
tax," according to Rudolf Unlaff. associ- 
ation member. "Although a resident 
could probably pay it off at once, if he 
wanted to." The cost includes the main 
lines and the home service lines. 


The association chose to form its own 


district because members felt it would 
not be legally feasible for them to install 
lines individually. A district is also 
needed to oversee maintenance. 


The residents were also reluctant to tie 


into Citizen's Utility Co. because "of the 
problems we have heard residents are 
having with that company." 


In addition. OTSD which is now in the 


midst of constructing their own system, 
was reluctant to include 70 more homes. 
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The Mount Prospect Village Board has 


p;isscd a resolution pinpointing the envi- 
ronmental problems of noise and air pol- 
lution, aggravated by O'Hare Airport, as 
a public nuisance. 


Tito board voted unanimously to ap- 


prove the resolution charging "noise, air 
pollution, tr.iffic. congestion and the dan- 
ger of air collision" constitute a threat to 
the public health, safety and general wel- 
fare of the residents of Mount Prospect. 


TRl'STKK Donald Furst said the City 


of Chicago seems to be moving "in any 
direction it likes" in the expansion of 
O'Hare Airport and its facilities. Furst 
said it is expected that Chicago will 
spend about $500 million to expand 
O'Hare. which will almost triple its pre- 
sent size. 


"Although O'Hare Airport has been 


good for the development of the North- 
west suburbs, it has more than reached 
its total capacity," Furst said. "Now, 
any further expansion of the airport will 
have nothing but a detrimental effect on 
this area and its land values 


"t strongly suggest we pass a resolu- 


tion declaring the expansion of the air- 
port as a public nuisance." 


"ALL THE REVEM'E seems to go to 


Chicago, while the surrounding suburbs 
grt nothing except all the noise and air 
pollution." added Mayor Robert Tei- 
chert. 


Teichert directed Village Mgr. Virgil 


Barnett to send copies of the resolution 
to the airlines operating at O'Hare, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, the Federal 
Aviation Administration, the City of Chi- 
cago, communities surrounding O'Hare, 
and Illinois senators and representatives. 


Although trustees unanimously ap- 


proved the resolution "to take all action 
necessary to prevent any expansion of 
O'Hare Airport," they did not discuss 
whether the village will join Park Ridge 
H i^, , 


in filing a lawsuit against Chicago to de- -"""C^f, 
lay airport expansion until the airlines 
' 


adopt measures to limit noise and air 
pollution. 


The village board was asked last week 


to consider filing a joint suit with Park 
Ridge and other communities in the area 
to delay airport expansion. 


JAMES GALLOWAY. Park Ridge vil- 


lage manager, is expected to file the suit 
in Federal Court sometime in early May. 


Teichert said the Mount Prospect Vil- 


lage Board has made no decision to join 
in the suit since its members have not 
received all pertinent information. 


Galloway told Barnett last week the 


purpose of the suit is not to eliminate 
noise and air pollution caused by O'Hare, 
but to force airlines to adopt the neces- 
sary technological measures to limit fur- 
ther noise and pollution from the ex- 
pansion of airport facilities.

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An Optometrist Listened to His Dentist

John P. May is living proof that it pays 


to listen to your dentist. 


Most people may resent a talkative 


dentist who, with his fingers down your 
throat, won't keep quiet. A dentist's dia- 
logue can often be as boring as a bar- 
ber's. 


But May. a Mount Prospect optome- 


trist who has been practicing in the vil- 
lage for 20 years, took heed when his 
dentist told him to go into optomctry 
bark in 1945 


While stationed in the Pacific during 


World Wai- II. Sgt 1st Class May was 
<»ntu>ed about what to do when he got 
out of the Marine Corps, so he asked his 
tooth doctor 


"I «a.-> talking to my dentist and he 


recommended 
optomctry." 
explained 


May. ''Of course I was considering vari- 
ous fields at the time, and dentistry was 
one of them. He ghought optometry 
would be a better field for me. 


IT SEEMED interesting. Basically, 


you have to like people, although that's 
true to a certain extent of all fields. You 
might say I was interested in the healing 
arts, so to speak." 


A Chicago native who came to Mount 


Prospect when he set up practice in 1950. 
May said while in the service he was 
"selling everybody on the idea to educate 
themselves when they got out. 


"I decided to carry the idea over to 


myself I wanted to see what I could do 
with the GI Bill." said May. 


A tall, middle-age man with a white 


erewcut and dark, bushy eyebrows. May 
enrolled at Northern Illinois College in 


Chicago and graduated with a degree in 
optometry in 1950. 


"I was fortunate in that I had the 


chance to go to school year-round and 
get in four years of study. 


Most of May's work consists of pre- 


scribing glasses and giving eye exam- 
inations. However, he stressed that op- 
tometrists deal with the "total visual pro- 
cess" rather than just the eyes. 


"THERE IS a common fallacy that we 


deal with just the eye," he explained. 
"We feel there's more to optometry than 
just the eyes. 


"The eye is simply a reflector that re- 


flects the object and stimulates the brain 
which does the actual seeing. You can 
have perfect eyes and imperfect vision." 


Seated in his sparsely furnished anti- 


septic office at 207 S. Emerson, May em- 


phasized that one should go to an op- 
tometrist when experiencing visual prob- 
lems rather than simply going to an opti- 
cian, someone who deals solely with fit- 
ting glasses. 


If the problem rests with more than 


just the eyes, an optometrist will refer 
the patient to a medical doctor or an op- 
thalmologist, one qualified to deal with 
the pharmaceutical and surgical aspects 
of the visual process. 


MAY SHOWS a glimmer of dis- 


couragement when he speaks of "nonpro- 
fessional" optometrists — those that 
work in department stores. 


Optometrists must be licensed by the 


state to practice, but May contends that 
there is "little enforcement." 


An optometrist may also be certified 


by the state. "Certification is something 


over and above the licensing " said May. 
"It rules out the commercial optome- 
trist " 


Opticians, according to May. are phar- 


macists who can fill out the prescriptions 
of an optometrist Most of his duties can 
be handled by an optometrist but a 
patient may ask for a special type of 
frame for cosmetic purposes that can be 
obtained from an optician. 


Then there are what May terms "dis- 


pensing opticians." Those that are more 
concerned with selling glasses than as- 
suring they'll remedy a patient's visual 
problems. 


"When I first came here I was the only 


optometrist for the 4.000 residents, and 
that's the way it should be — one for 
every 4.000 people I couldn't handle ev- 
erybody anyway," he joked.

for .students, even though 
this 


request was .submitted by Prospect High 
School Principal Alvin J Kitlickc. but re- 
consideration !>;. the board now seems in- 
evitable. 


Very few people are happy about lh>> 


board's decision and the subsequent 
problems with .students, who still insist 
on smoking regardless of the policy. 


I think school officials will have to look 


beyond the problem of smoking, especial- 
ly from a health standpoint, and consider 
the issue as whether to approve smoking 
on private and public property but not 
school property. 


IF AN OX-CAMPUS .smoking area is 


approved, I think the board will be pro- 
viding a greater public service by getting 
students off the street corners, eliminat- 
ing traffic hazards and cleaning up resi- 
dential yards which have become a 
dumping ground for cigarette butts and 
packages. 


If school officials think they will be 


promoting and encouraging cigarette 
smoking, adding insult to injury, by ap- 
proving oil-campus smoking. 
I think 


they're taking the issue too personally 


Granted there arc two sides to the 


problem, especially if school officials sin- 
cerely believe a negative directive from 
the board will discourage some students 
from smoking or at least limit the num- 
ber of cigarettes they smoke during 
school hours. 


BUT IN THIS CASE, is the remedy 


worse than the problem? 


Hundreds of cigarette butts arc still 


dumped daily into the sanitary lines 
from high school washrooms, and stu- 
dents arc .still smoking in the vicinity of 
the high school, even if all they need lo 
do to meet school policy is step one foot 
over the property line. 


I think the boan' should approve an on- 


cnmpus smoking i.rea at Prospect High 
School, but if thi;1 still deny the request 
after another vote of the board, then 
school officials will need to come up with 
some more convincing arguments than 
they have in the past to ban on-campus 
smoking 


Residents and students alike will de- 


mand justification, as veil as an ex- 
planation, from tho board for its Pros- 
pect High School smoking policy, espe- 
cially since throe high schools in Dist. 
214 already have approved on-campus 
smoking areas for students. 


The smoking issue is a difficult one to 


solve, but I think Dist. 214 officials 
solved the problem about a year ago, 
when they approved on-campiis smoking 
areas at three high schools and set a 
precedent which should apply to all high 
school students in the district.

In the past, 
incidents of conflicts have resulted in 
last-minute alterations of plans. 


Gene Wilroth, public works director for 


Arlington Heights, also suggested that 
cooperation between the village, Bell 
Telephone and other utility companies 
could save money when tunnels are built 
underneath railroad tracks. By making 
the tunnel large enough, water mains 
and cables could be run through it and 


the cost could be shared. 


The company and the representatives 


from the four municipalities decideu to 
set future meetings on a community 
basis, with separate meetings being held 
for each toun. Illinois Bell men agreed 
to contact other utility companies and 
the state and county highway depart- 
ments to try to have their representa- 
tives attend meetings with village repre- 
sentatives.

SOON AFTER ANDERSON and one of

Brian's mother said she was in the

The Village of Mount Prospect may 


conduct a controlled experiment to deter- 
mine the effectiveness of two chemicals 
used in the prevention of Dutch elm dis- 
ease 


The village board met Tuesday to dis- 


cuss the future of the village tree pro- 
gram, after Village Mgr Virgil Barnett 
told officials there would not be enough 
methoxychlor, a chemicalused against 
Dutch elm disease, to spray all the vil- 
lage's 5 500 elm trees 


Barnett recommended the board dis- 


continue the project once the supply of 
methoxychlor is depleted and postpone 
any further tree treatments until next 
year, since the purchase of an additional 
supply of methoxychlor would be too 
costly 


Mayor Robert Teichert 
asked the 


board to postpone any decision on the 
tree program until May 5, when village 
officials will have additional information 
on the cost and effectiveness of another 
chemical used to prevent Dutch elm dis- 
ease 


SINCE DDT HAS BEEN taken off the 


market as an anti-pollution measure, 
there are only two available chemicals 
used in the prevention of Dutch elm dis- 
ease These products are methoxychlor, 
manufacured by the Michelm Chemical 
Corp , of Michigan, and Bidnn, a prod- 
uct of Shell Oil Co 


Village trustees, who are hesitant to 


discontinue the tree program will in- 
vestigate purchasing a quantity of Bidrm 
which will be used to treat part of the 
elm trees as well as conduct a controlled 
experiment on the effectiveness of both 
chemicals 


Mayor Robert Teichert suggested the 


board experiment with the tree program 
this year by spraying one-third of the 
trees with methoxychlor, one-third with 
Bidnn and leave one-third unprotected 
with the exception of trimming dead 
branchesand pruning them as usual

"I don't know but we ve seen the \il 


lage crews spraying our maples and lo- 
cust trees out here Ma>be they weren t 
supposed to and that s why they ran 
short " she said 


Dave Creamer Mount Prospect public 


works superintendent, said the village is 
indeed spraying maple and locust trees 
in town, but with a different chemical 


"We spray maples everv spring to 


guard against popcorn and strip dis- 
eases," said Creamer 


Earlier this week Village \Igr Virgil 


Barnett told the village board there 
would not be enough methoxychlor the 
chemical used to spray elms In fact the 
village ran so short, only a third of the 
village's 5,500 elms were sprayed with 
the agent and the project was dis- 
continued because purchase of more 
methoxychlor would be too costly 


Teichert said the experiment would 


give village officials an opportunity to 
appraise both chemicals and their effec- 
tiveness on trees in this area, especially 
since there is a conflict of opinion about 
the use of methoxychlor and Bidnn 


BARNETT SAID HE has been warned 


by tree specialists to avoid using Bidnn 
because it is ineffective and dangerous to 
both trees and people Barnett told the 
board Bidnn should be applied by tree 
specialists who have worked with the 
chemical before, since it is highly toxic 
and poisonous 


"The Shell Oil Co, has discontinued 


production of the chemical following an 
analysis of its effectiveness bv the L S 
Department of Agriculture Also I have 
talked with severalexperts IP the field 
who do not recommend \ve use Bidnn 
because it can be dangerous unless ap 
plied under highl> controlled conditions 
such as weather and temperature 
Barnett said 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, told the board he had a different 
opinion about Bidnn from discussing the 
chemical with specialists in the field 
"Any agent used to protect trees from 
disease is potentially dangerous I don t 
think Bidnn is any more dangerous than 
methoxychlor, especially if it is injected 
into the tree with caution and according 
to the manufacturer's directions ' Crea 
mer said 


He also told the board Bidnn was still 


being used to treat Cotton fields althoug i 
it has been discontinued in this area as a 
preventative for Dutch elm disease He 
said the chemical was not discontinued 
because it is dangerous 


THE BOARD DECIDED to postpone 


further discussion of both chemicals until 
more information about Bidnn could be 
compiled Although no vote was taken on 
the merits of' both chemicals trustees 
agree they are hesitant and reluctant to 
discontinue the program all together.

The students attribute their success to 


"luck" and news content As feature edi- 
tor Diane Gardner explained it. "We 
have tried to avoid the trite stories you 
see in a lot of school newspapers and 
concentrate on what is meaningful." 


D r u g s and smoking have been 


prominently 
in the paper 
and one 


January issue was completely devoted to 
the pollution and environment issue. 


NELSON DESCRIBED his students as, 


"very dedicated. They are always think- 
ing in terms of what benefits the paper. 
Their reporting responsibility has be- 
come such a part of them they don't re- 
alize it is there " 


"I think one of our jobs is to stimulate 


discussion and ideas among the other 
students," said Ted Moravec, news edi- 
tor. 


"Yet, we don't have to be representa- 


tive of the entire student body," added 
Brendan O'Connell, co-editor. 


The staff has encouraged the other stu- 


dents to write letters and guest editorials 
for the paper but they say they have had 
little response. 


The NSPA judges described the con- 


tent and coverage of the paper as "defi- 
nitely superior," adding, "It reflects a 
keen awareness of the world around its 
readers. And the editorial leadership is 
v e r y s t r o n g , outspoken, but al- 
ways relavant.1' 


Physical layout was also commended 


by the judges, as "attractive, bright and 
almost professional." Nelson attributes 
the "cleanliness" of the paper to the 
printer, Paddock Publications. However, 
the students make up all their own lay- 
outs 


THE ONLY AREA in which the paper 


did not take honors is photography. "We 
have had a problem in this area," said 
Nelson, "and are trying to compensate 
now by having O'Connell take all our 
photographs." 


The first semester they received the 


award they were "shocked," the second 
semester they "expected it," and the 
third semester it was "old hat." 


The students were shocked to receive 


the award the first time because the 
school had just opened, explained Xel- 
son, and "I didn't have time to drill them 
from a workbook." 


'The students had to put out a paper 


with no previous experience that semes- 
ter. They learned with each issue." 


•'And this semester both my coeditors 


are not groomed for their positions," 
added Nelson. 


WHILE NELSON praises his students, 


they attribute a lot of their success to 
him. O'Connell pointed out, "The staffs 
don't stay over, but the paper keeps win- 
ning AlI-American, so the adviser has to 


be the element of success " 


Production of the paper begins bmeek- 


ly Monday, after a Fnda\ distribution. 
At that time the editors hand out assign- 
ments to the journalism I students, 
thursday is the deadline for copy and by 
Friday it is sent to the printer. 


Tuesday of the second week, galleys 


are pasted up. and page proofs are 
checked the next day. Then the papers 
are distributed Friday, and the c\cle be- 
gins again 


Only one of tlie Correspondent editors 


plans to continue with the journalism 
"racket" after graduating from high 
school — O'Connell. He has already ap- 
plied to the University of Missouri jour- 
nalism school. And the other editors say 
they might work on college papers but 
don't want to take it up as a career.

Burned 'Butt9 
Workman! Spare That Pavement!

The high school Dist. 214 board of cdu- 


c.ition is about to get burned by someone 
for its no-smoking policy at Prospect 
High School. 


The students aren't happy with the 


board's decision, especially since three 
Dist. 214 high schools already have on- 
campus smoking areas. 


And residents, who live near Prospect 


High School, aren't happy about the 
number of students who congregate on 
street corners and in front of their homes 
for a quick smoke between classes and 
during lunch hours. 


A request to grant on-campus smoking 


privileges was denied by the board in 
January and rejected by a 3-3 tie vote, 
but the issue was not settled. 


STUDENTS PROTESTED the board's 


decision, but high school trustees stood 
firm on the no-smoking policy. Now, with 
only about a month of school left, the 
issue has been rekindled. 


About 75 residents, concerned about 


unsupervised student smoking areas near 
the western edge of the high school prop- 
erty, submitted a petition of protest to 
the board Monday night. 


They are sore, sick and tired of the 


number of students who gather near the 
intersection of Mayfair and Dale Streets, 
trample private property, harass neigh- 
borhood youngsters and block traffic on 
Kensington Road as well as the side 
streets just in order to have a cigarette. 


And I think these 75 residents have n 


legitimate complaint. They're the ones 
with firm ground on \vhich to stand. 


THE STUDENTS. WHO congregate on 


public and private property adjacent to 
the high school, look like extras from the 
cast of "On the Waterfront." 


The board has been adamant in its de- 


cision to deny an on-campus smoking 
area for students, even though the 
request was submitted by Prospect High 
School Principal Alvin J. Kuliekc. but re- 
consideration by the board nosv seems in- 
evitable. 


Very few people are happy about the 


board's decision and the subsequent 
problems with students. who still insist 
on smoking regardless of the policy. 


I think school officials will have to look 


beyond the problem of smoking, especial- 
ly from a health standpoint, arid consider 
the issue as whether to approve smoking 
on private and public property but not 
school property. 


IF AN ON-CAMPUS smoking area is 


approved, I think the board will be pro- 
viding a greater public service by getting 
students off the street corners, eliminat- 
ing traffic hazards and cleaning up resi- 
dential yards which have become a 
dumping ground for cigarette butts and 
packages 


If school officials think they will be 


promoting and encouraging cigarette 
smoking, adding insult to injury, by ap- 
proving on-campus smoking, I think 
they're taking the issue too personally. 


Granted there are two sidos to the 


problem, especially if school officials sin- 
cerely believe a negative directive from 
the board will discourage some students 
from smoking or at least limit the num- 
ber of cigarettes they smoke during 
school hours. 


BUT IN THIS CASE, is the remedy 


worse than the problem? 


Hundreds of cigarette butts are still 


dumped daily into the sanitnry lines 
from high school washrooms, and stu- 
dents are still smoking in the vicinity of 
the high school, even if all they need to 
do to meet school policy is step one foot 
over the property line. 


I think the board should approve an on- 


campus smoking area at Prospect High 
School, but if they still deny the request 
after another vote of the board, then 
school officials will need to come up with 
some mure convincing arguments than 
they have in the past to ban on-campus 
smoking. 


Residents and students alike will de- 


mand justification, as \\cll as an ex- 
planation, from the board for its Pros- 
pect High School smoking policy, espe- 
cially since three high schools in Dist. 
214 already have approved on-campus 
smoking areas for students. 


The smoking issue is a difficult one to 


solve, but I think Dist. 214 officials 
solved the problem about a year ago, 
when they approved on-campus smoking 
areas at three high schools and set a 
precedent which should apply to all high 
school students in the district.

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company and village engineers and plan- 
ners. 


THE MAIN THRUST of the program 


will be to try to coordinate efforts in all 
areas. If the phone company knows of a 
certain village's plans to redevelop the 
downtown area, then the company can 
plan for additional services, relocation of 
its offices and other items. Conversely, if 
the phone company plans to install an 
underground cable in an area where the 
village plans to install sidewalks, the vil- 
lage can wait with its program so the 
phone company doesn't tear up the new 
walks. 


Representatives sent by the four towns 


in the service area included city engi- 
neers, planning commission members, a 
chief of police and village managers. The 
representatives agreed the idea of coop- 
eration and communications was a good 
one, suggesting past problems could 
have been eliminated if there had been 
more cooperation in the past. 


BELL EXECUTIVES gave village rep- 


resentatives copies of maps of existing 
conduits, underground cables and utility 
poles. They promised that three-year 


plans for future construction would be 
forthcoming. 


"Three years ago, the 
company 


wouldn't have thought of giving you 
those maps," one phone company man 
said. 


The change in attitude marks a plus 


for convenience of motorists and pedes- 
trians. Phone company representatives 
said the idea of exchanging information 
prevented the paving of State Street in 
Chicago in one year and the phone com- 
pany planning to come through the next 
year and rip the street up to install tele- 
phone cables. 


ANOTHER ADVANTAGE is the pos- 


sible saving of money by preventing cost- 
ly late changes in plans made by villages 
or the telephone company. In the past, 
incidents of conflicts have resulted in 
last-minute alterations of plans. 


Gene Wilroth, public works director for 


Arlington Heights, also suggested that 
cooperation between the village, Bell 
Telephone and other utility companies 
could save money when tunnels are built 
underneath railroad tracks. By making 
the tunnel large enough, water mains 
and cables could be run through it and 


the cost could be shared. 


The company and the representatives 


from the four municipalities decided to 
set future meetings on a community 
basis, with separate meetings being held 
for each town. Illinois Bell men agreed 
to contact other utility companies and 
the state and county highway depart- 
ments to try to have their representa- 
tives attend meetings with village repre- 
sentatives. 


FUTURE MEETINGS would include 


discussion of futur' plans of the phone 
company, other utility companies, the 
highways departments and the villages. 


The tentative date for future meetings 


to start was the end of August or begin- 
ning of September. However. Arlington 
Heights officials wanted a meeting with- 
in two to three weeks and phone com- 
pany officials agreed to an earlier date. 


The men attending the meeting agreed 


the step toward cooperation was merely 
a beginning and would help planning and 
engineering for the future, 
hopefully

Intinerant' Brian 
Returned Safely

Brian Harms may be an astronaut 


someday. He may become a congress- 
man or a first baseman for the Cubs. 


But yesterday afternoon he was a 


scared, little two-year-old boy who was 
lost. Lost with wet diapers. 


Brian, an itinerant traveler at the age 


of two, wandered from his home at 109 S. 
Pine Street in Arlington Heights yester- 
day about 2 p.m. 


According to police reports, Brian was 


found walking along Northwest Highway 
by Bill Schort, an 18-year-old who was 
about to go shopping at Arlington Mar- 
ket. 


BILL'S MOTHER MRS. Julia Schort, 


115 N. Burton, told the Herald that a 
truck driver called her son's attention to 
Brian. Bill took the 2-year-old home and 
Mrs. Schort called police. 


Patrolman 
Gene 
Mertlick 
carried 


Brian into the police station and gave 
him to Patrolman Arthur Anderson. An- 
derson tried to feed Brian a cookie but 
the blue-eyed, beetle haired traveler was 


more interested in the whine of the fire 
siren than food. 


Brian still hadn't said a word. 
He wore a tiny plaid shirt and his dia- 


pers were wet but he didn't seem unhap- 
py. At 2:30 p.m., Capt Maury English 
confidently said, "We'll get a call on him 
in 20 minutes." 


Half an hour later, Brian was still sit- 


ting on a table and Anderson was won- 
dering who was going to change his dia- 
pers. He looked longingly at one of the 
secretaries. 


At 3:30 p.m., no one had claimed the 


now sleepy looking visitor. No one knew 
his name nor where he lived. 


SOON AFTER, ANDERSON and one of 


the secretaries thought that maybe Brian 
belonged to a local resident. Anderson 
took him outside and discovered that 
Brian lived across the street at 109 S. 
Pine. 


Brian's mother said she was in the 


basement and thought that Brian was 
playing in the front yard. Not having a 
phone, she asked a fireman about her 
missing son and was looking for him 
when Anderson brought him home. 


The Village of Mount Prospect may 


conduct a controlled experiment to deter- 
mine the effectiveness of two chemicals 
used in the prevention of Dutch elm dis- 
ease. 


The village board met Tuesday to dis- 


cuss the future of the village tree pro- 
gram, after Village Mgr. Virgil Barnett 
told officials there would not be enough 
methoxychlor, a chemicalused against 
Dutch elm disease, to spray all the vil- 
lage's 5,500 elm trees. 


Barnett recommended the board dis- 


continue the project once the supply of 
methoxychlor is depleted and postpone 
any further tree treatments until next 
year, since the purchase of an additional 
supply of methoxychlor would be too 
costly. 


Mayor Robert Teichert 
asked the 


board to postpone any decision on the 
tree program until May 5, when village 
officials will have additional information 
on the cost and effectiveness of another 
chemical used to prevent Dutch elm dis- 
ease. 


SINCE DDT HAS BEEN taken off the 


market as an anti-pollution measure, 
there are only two available chemicals 
used in the prevention of Dutch elm dis- 
ease. These products are methoxychlor, 
manufacured by the Michelin Chemical 
Corp., of Michigan; and Bidrin, a prod- 
uct of Shell Oil Co. 


Village trustees, who are hesitant to 


discontinue the tree program, will in- 
vestigate purchasing a quantity of Bidrin 
which will be used to treat part of the 
elm trees as well as conduct a controlled 
experiment on the effectiveness of both 
chemicals. 


Mayor Robert Teichert suggested the 


board experiment with the tree program 
this year by spraying one-third of the 
trees with methoxychlor, one-third with 
Bidrin and leave one-third unprotected 
with the exception of trimming dead 
branchesand pruning them as usual.

Yes, But It Was 
Different Spray 


Mrs. Miquette Cuthie of 1101 Pendleton 


Place, Mount Prospect, thought she 
might have the answer to why the village 
ran short of a chemical spray used 
against Dutch elm disease. 


"I don't know, but we've seen the vil- 


lage crews spraying our maples and lo- 
cust trees out here. Maybe they weren't 
supposed to and that's why they ran 
short," she said. 


Dave Creamer, Mount Prospect public 


works superintendent, said the village is 
indeed spraying maple and locust trees 
in town, but with a different chemical. 


"We spray maples every spring to 


guard against popcorn and strip dis- 
eases," said Creamer. 


Earlier this week Village Mgr. Virgil 


Barnett told the village board there 
would not be enough methoxychlor, the 
chemical used to spray elms. In fact, the 
village ran so short, only a third of the 
village's 5,300 elms were sprayed with 
the agent and the project was dis- 
continued because purchase of more 
methoxychlor would be too costly. 


Teichert said the experiment 
would 


give village officials an opportunity to 
appraise both chemicals and their effec- 
tiveness on trees in this area, especially 
since there is a conflict of opinion about 
the use of methoxychlor and Bidrin. 


BARNETT SAID HE has been warned 


by tree specialists to avoid using Bidrin 
because it is ineffective and dangerous to 
both trees and people. Barnett told the 
board Bidrin should be applied by t.-ee 
specialists who have worked with the 
chemical before, since it is highly toxic 
and poisonous. 


"The Shell Oil Co., has discontinued 


production of the chemical following an 
analysis of its effectiveness by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Also, I have 
talked with severalexperts ir the field 
who do not recommend we use Bidrin 
because it can be dangerous unless ap- 
plied under highly controlled conditions, 
such as weather and temperature." 
Barnett said. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, told the board he had a different 
opinion about Bidrin from discussing the 
chemical with specialists in the field. 
"Any agent used to protect trees from 
disease is potentially dangerous. I don't 
think Bidrin is any more dangerous than 
methoxychlor, especially if it is injected 
into the tree with caution and according 
to the manufacturer's directions." Crea- 
mer said. 


He also told the board Bidrin was still 


being used to treat cotton fields, although 
it has been discontinued in this area as a 
preventative for Dutch elm disease. He 
said the chemical was not discontinued 
because it is dangerous. 


THE BOARD DECIDED to postpone 


further discussion of both chemicals until 
more information about Bidrin could be 
compiled. Although no vote was taken on 
the merits of both chemicals, trustees 
agree they are hesitant and reluctant to 
discontinue the program all together.

A wage and salary package giving Elk 


Grove Village employes raises of from 10 
to 25 per cent was approved by the vil- 
lage board Tuesday. 


The salary schedule affects police, fire, 


building, street, water and sewer depart- 
ments, and secretarial and clerical help. 


Starting salary for patrolmen was in- 


creased from $7,848 to $9,380 a year. Af- 
ter 3 years a patrolman would earn 
$12,024. 


Starting salary for firemen was hiked 


from $7,476 to $9,360 a year. With three 
years service, firemen also would be re- 
ceiving 112,024. 


THE INDICATIONS are that increases 


for both police and fire personnel make 
the community one of the highest paying 
in the area. 


Building inspectors, clerical workers, 


secretaries, and street and water depart- 
ment employes received increases of 
about 10 per cent. 


Increases for department heads and 


supervisors include: fire chief, from 
$15,000 to $17,000; police chief, from 
$15,400 to $17,000; water superintendent, 
from $11,600 to $13,800; street superin- 
tendent, from $11,100 to $13,500; and 


building supervisor, 
from 
$11,700 to 


$13,500. 


SALARIES FOR the finance director 


and Community Services director remain 
unchanged at $17,000 each. 


Salaries of a newly hired engineer and 


staff engineer were set at $17,500 and 
$14,400. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 


wage and salary recommendations were 
made after taking into account a survey 
of 116 positions and salaries in 44 cities 
and villages in the metropolitan area, the 


cost of living index, a survey of 20 key 
base positions and salaries to be paid in 
1970 in five neighboring municipalities, 
and recommendations made one year 
ago by a professional consultant. 


Willis said village employes have been 


"unselfish in serving our community, in 
keeping all services at high levels while 
we have grown both geographically and 
physically. 


"Our turnover has been very low; mo-

"We 
have tried to avoid the trite stories you 
see in a lot of school newspapers and 
concentrate on what is meaningful."

and one 


January issue was completely devoted to 
the pollution and environment issue. 


NELSON DESCRIBED his students as, 


"very dedicated. They are always think- 
ing in terms of what benefits the paper. 
Their reporting responsibility has be- 
come such a part of them they don't re- 
alize it is there." 


"I think one of our jobs is to stimulate 


discussion and ideas among the other 
students," said Ted Moravec, news edi- 
tor. 


"Yet. we don't have to be representa- 


tive of the entire student body," added 
Brendan O'Connell, co-er,itor. 


The staff has encouraged the other stu- 


dents to write letters and guest editorials 
for the paper but they say they have had 
little response. 


The NSPA judges described the cor. 


tent and coverage of the paper as "defi- 
nitely superior," adding, "It reflects a 
keen awareness of the world around its 
readers. And the editorial leadership is 
v e r y s t r o n g , outspoken, but al- 
ways relavant." 


Physical layout was also commended 


by the judges, as "attractive, bright and 
almost professional." Nelson attributes 
the "cleanliness" of the paper to the 
printer. Paddock Publications However, 
the students make up all their own lay- 
outs. 


THE ONLY AREA in which the paper 


did not take honors is photography. "We 
have had a problem in this area," said 
Nelson, "and are trying to compensate 
now by having O'Connell take all our 
photographs." 


The first semester they received the 


award they were "shocked," the second 
semester they "expected it," and the 
third semester it was "old hat." 


The students were shocked to receive 


the award the first time because the 
school had just opened, explained Xel- 
son, and "I didn't have time to drill them 
from a workbook." 


"The students had to put out a paper 


with no previous experience that semes- 
ter. They learned with each issue." 


"And this semester both my coeditors 


are not groomed for their positions," 
added Nelson. 


WHILE NELSON praises his students, 


they attribute a lot of their success to 
him.

Burned 'Butt9

The high school Dist. 214 board of edu- 


cation is about to get burned bv someone 
for its no-smoking policy at Prospect 
High School 


The students aren't happy with the 


board's decision, especially since three 
Di.st. 214 high schools already have en- 
campus smoking areas. 


And residents. «ho live near Prospect 


High School, aren't happy about the 
number of students who congregate on 
-••treet corners and in front of their homes 
for a quick smoke between classes and 
during lunch hours. 


A request to grant on-cnmpus smoking 


privileges was denied by the board in 
January and rejected by a 3-3 tie vote, 
but the issue was not settled. 


STUDENTS PROTESTED the board's 


decision, but high school trustees stood 
firm on the no-smoking policy. Now, with 
only about a month of school left, the 
issue has been rekindled. 


About 73 residents, concerned about 


unsuperv ised student smoking nrens near 
the western edge of the high school prop- 
erty, submitted a petition of protest to 
the board Monday night. 


They are sore, sick and tired of the 


number of students who gather near the 
intersection of Mayfair and Dale Streets, 
trample private property, harass neigh- 
borhood youngsters and block traffic on 
Kensington Road as well as the side 
streets just in order to hove a cigarette. 


And t think these 75 residents have a 


legitimate complaint. They're the ones 
with firm ground on which to stand, 


THE STUDENTS, WHO congregate on 


public and private property adjacent to 
the high school, look like extras from the 
cast of "On the Waterfront." 


The board has been adamant in its de- 


cision to deny an on-campus smoking 
area for students, even though the 
request was submitted by Prospect High 
School Principal Alvin J. Kuliekc, but re- 
consideration by the board now seems in- 
evitable. 


Very few people are happy about the 


board's decision and the subsequent 
problems with students, who still insist 
on smoking regardless of the policy. 


1 think school officials will have to look 


beyond the problem of smoking, especial- 
ly from a health standpoint, and consider 
the issue as whether to approve smoking 
on private and public property but not 
school property. 


IK AN ON-CAMPUS smoking area is 


approved, I think the board will be pro- 
viding a greater public service by getting 
students off the street corners, eliminat- 
ing traffic hazards and cleaning up resi- 
dential yards which have become a 
dumping ground for cigarette butts and 
packages 


If school officials think they \vill he 


promoting and encouraging cigarette 
smoking, adding insult to injury, by ap- 
proving on-campus smoking, I think 
they're taking the issue too personally. 


Granted there arc two sides to Ilio 


problem, especially if school officials sin- 
cerely believe a negative directive from 
the board will discourage some students 
from smoking or at least limit the num- 
ber of cigarettes they smoke during 
school hours 


BUT IN THIS CASE, is the remedy 


worse than the problem? 


Hundreds of cigarette butts are still 


dumped daily into the sanitary lines 
from high school washrooms, and stu- 
dents are still smoking in the vicinity of 
the high school, even if all they need to 
do to meet school policy is step one foot 
over the property line. 


I think the board should approve an on- 


campus smoking area at Prospect High 
School, but if they still deny the request 
after another vote of the board, then 
school officials will need to come up with 
some more convincing arguments than 
they have in the past to ban on-campus 
smoking. 


Residents and students alike will de- 


mand justification, as veil as an ex- 
planation, from the board for its Pros- 
pect High School smoking policy, espe- 
cially since three high schools in Dist. 
214 already have approved on-campus 
smoking areas for students. 


The smoking issue is a difficult one to 


solve, but I think Dist. 214 officials 
solved the problem about a year ago, 
when they approved on-campus smoking 
areas at three high schools and set a 
precedent which should apply to all high 
school students in the district.

He has 
had 14 years experience in the construc- 
tion industry. 


"We need this type of facility because 


the community is looking for extra activ- 
ities, and none of the local high schools 
have a pool," he said.

Cannon's estimation because he was fa- 
miliar with the poor soil conditions on 
the pool site in regard to the glass and 
steel beam structure Cannon proposed. 


NORMAN GAARE, board president, 
Cannon said the enclosure would con- 


sist of glass walls, steel beams, and a 
roof designed to allow as much sun light 
as possible to enter the pool area 


HE ALSO PROPOSED that tempera- 


ture control be achieved by forcing a 
high speed air cut rent from the bottom 
to the top of the walls, forming an an 
cushion insulation system. 


Although the board was not convinced 


that a glass structure was the best form 
of enclosure, Gaare said "I don't think 
you have to sell your idea to the park 
board, but to the voters." 


Commissioners agreed to look into the 


matter, and that building such a faciutx 
entails more problems than financial, in- 
cluding the impairment of the use of an 
indoor facility by sub-zero temperatures, 
allocating the use of the pool among 
community groups, residents and hia i 
school teams: and a possible conflict 
with an indoor pool the Countrjsuie 
YMCA hopes to have built by 1972. 


Raps Board for Congestion 


The president of the Palatine National 


Bank has issued a statement blaming the 
village board for Palatine's downtown 
traffic congestion. 


Gerald F. Fitzgerald made his com- 


ments in response to a speech by Village 
Trustee Clayton W. Brown in which 
Brown said the central business district 
is "doomed" unless it is revitalized. 
Brown suggested a mall be considered 
for the downtown area. 


"I am sick and tired of reading silly 


statements by gadfly experts about 
downtown Palatine business," Fitzgerald 
said. "How can anyone be an expert on 
all things — mosquitoes, signs, street 
lights, garbage bags, libraries, schools, 
pollution, zoning and downtown business 
districts?" 


The steadfast refusal of the village 


board, "to enforce the 1958 amortization 
laws, the building codes and health ordi- 
nances has caused the present problem," 
Fitzgerald said. 


IN 1958 THE village passed an ordi- 


ance giving certain types of buildings 
used for residential purposes in the busi- 
ness district 10 years to be removed or 
converted to business uses 


"At last account." Fitzgerald said, 


''approximately 60 nonconformmg build- 
ings existed in the business district. If 60 
per cent of this space was converted to 
parking, 
it 
would 
increase 
parking 


spaces by more than 1,000 cars in down- 
town Palatine. The other 40 per cent," he 
said, "could be put to retail or com- 
mercial use. 


"This would mean between 150,000 to 


200,000 square feet of retail business 
could be added to downtown Palatine if 
the Board of Trustees did their job," he 
said 


"While T am not opposed to the mall 


concept," Fitzgerald said, "these radical 
ideas should only be tried after all other 
logical courses of action have been ex- 
plored, starting with the enforcement of 
current laws." 


Both Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun and 


Henry Apida, building department chief, 


said the village has" not given up enforc- 
ing the zoning ordinance. 


APIDA SAID A survey was started in 


1968 to determine the number of houses 
in the business district that did not con- 
form with the zoning code, but the col- 
lege student who was making the survey 
left and his position of zoning aide was 
never restaffed. 


Now, he said, there are three openings 


in the building department and when 
they are staffed the village intends ;o en- 
force the ordinance dealing with noncon- 
forming uses, particularly as it applies to 
the business district. 


Because of the vacancies in the depart- 


ment, Braun said, most of the building 
inspectors are working on new construc- 
tion. 


Building codes, he said, have to be en- 


forced while the new buildings are under 
construction. "We know some (buildings) 
should be amortized," Braun said, but 
the village is not going to pull an in- 
spector off the Howard Johnson's Motor 
Inn now under construction to do it. 


BOTH MEN said they did not know if 


Fitzgerald's estimate of 60 nonconform- 
ing buildings in the business district was 
correct. 


Apida said the building department 


had spent six to eight months on one 
building on the north end of the business 
district in an attempt to use it as a "ti>sf 
case" for the zoning code. It was deter- 
mined, however, that the building was 
part masonry and, therefore, not subject 
to the 10-year amortization ordinance, he 
said. 


Braun echoed Apida's comments say- 


ing not every nonconformmg use is sub- 
ject to the 10-year amortization. 


The ordinance provides for different 


periods of amortization for 
diffe.-ent 


types of buildings and it is a time-con- 
suming process to deteimme under what 
building classification a structure is list- 
ed, who owned it and when it was built. 


BRAUX SAID Fitzgerald was "off 


base" when he said the board has neg 
lected enforcing the ordinance. 


It has been the lack of help in the 


building department that accounts for 
the failure to enforce that section of the 
zoning ordinance and when the three cur- 
rent vacancies are filled, one of those 
men will deal with the nonconformmg 
houses in the business district, he said. 


The central business district is gener- 


ally considered the area bounded by 
Wood, Smith and Washington streets and 
Plum Grove Road

and Bartlett roads in an unincorporated 
area. 


The developer is seeking a county zon- 


ing change from a classification which 
requires one home to be built on five 


acres to a classification which allows one 
home for every 10,000 square feet 


The first hearing on the project, Jan. 


30, was cancelled when a discrepancy in 
the land description on the filed bearing 
application was noted by one of the six 
attorneys representing objectors. 


The hearing began yesterday with at- 


torneys and zoning board members tak- 
ing off their suit jackets, pitchers of cold 
water along with cups were then dis- 
tributed to the county board and the at- 
torneys. 


Jack M. Siegel, attorney representing

City OKs Funds 
For Sanitarian 


WHIN YOU LIVE near a horse racing track, one of the 
ligns of spring is the activity which begins in the area in 
preparation for the track's opening. Arlington Park race 
track will open May 30, though horses and track people 
are beginning to return to the area now. As laundromat 


users know, one of the summertime problems is horse 
hair in the washing machines. The Quick Wash laun- 
dromat on Kirchoff Road has already taken precautions 
against the problem. 


Health services and inspection in Roll- 


ing Meadows may be under the direction 
of a full-time registered sanitarian in- 
stead of through the services of a profes- 
sional sanitation firm in the coming fis- 
cal year. 


After hearing testimony from the Roll- 


ing Meadows board of health at the Tues- 
day night city council meeting, the coun- 
cil voted 5 to 4 in favor of appropriating 
money for the full-time inspector in the 
1970-71 budget. 


Aldermen who voted for the proposal 


were William D. Ahrens, Thomas J. Wal- 
dron, Jr., Donald G. Winn, James A. 
Huddleston and Frederick Jacobson. 


Thomas Scanlan, Stephen J. Eberhard, 


Daniel Weber and Kenneth Retzke voted 
against the appropriation, Aid. Merrill A. 
Wuerch was absent. 


IN HIS PRESENTATION to the coun- 


cil, John F. Schultz, city health officer, 
said the board of health considers a full- 
time registered sanitarian for the city a 
necessity. 


"Our present inspections are excellent, 


but with a full-time registered sanitarian 
we can do much more," Schultz said. 


The city has a one-year contract With 


Sanitarian, Inc , to provide inspection of 
restaurants and service on complaints. 


"With a professional group, we cannot 


get fast service for the residents," 
Schultz said. 


Aid. Weber asked what the city's con- 


tract called for in answering complaints. 
"We get 24-hour service, but if a woman 
calls with a rat in her yard, we can't do 
much 24 hours later," Schultz replied. 


SCHULTZ LISTE.D housing inspection, 


repeated restaurant inspection, rodent 
control, food sampling, and seminars on 
food handling as services the city could 
offer with a full-time health inspector. 


"A registered sanitarian would be able 


to check plumbing and electrical outlets 
and could do the extermination work for 
the city," Schultz said. 


Weber asked what the city can do be- 


yond making sure restaurants meet min- 
imum health standards. "We can keep 
going back to make sure a man im- 
proves his place," Schultz said. "We can 
also teach sanitation to these business- 
men." 


EBERHARD RAISED questions about 


additional expenses for adding another 
city employe which City Manager James 
Watson answered. A health inspector 


would probably have an office in city 
hall and use one of the replaced police 
squad cars during the day. 


Mayor Roland Meyer questioned the 


city's ability to continue the program lat- 
er when sales tax revenue and income 
tax rebate may not be as great. 


"I think this particular area is a neces- 


sity in our budget," Jacobson said. "It's

this season. 


The project calls for more than 30,000 


cubic yards of Creek channel to be ex-

City's Tax Rate To Hold the Line 


Add'tional sales tax revenue, the be- 


ginning of the state income tax and an 
increase in assessed valuation will prob- 
ably hold the Rolling Meadows city tax 
rate at or below last year's rate, al- 
though Tuesday night the council ap- 
proved a budget for next year which is 
half again as much as this year's. 


After a half-hour public hearing and 


two hours of discussion during the regu- 
lar meeting, approved a $1,891,940 budg- 
et, $600,000 more than the 1969-70 ex- 
penditures. 


The department with the largest single 


increase is the police department, which 
increased from $363,700 to $466,016 budg- 
eted for the coming year. In Tuesday's 
meeting, the council voted to reduce the 
number of new cars the department will 
purchase from five to three. 


MOST OF THE $600,000 increase will 


be used for additional equipment and fa- 
cilities. The city is now planning an addi- 
tion for both the city garage and city 
hall. 


The Civil Defense department will also 


have a larger budget to purchase a 
storm warning system with 
matching 


funds from the federal government. The 
city's part will be $22,000. Totally, the 
civil defense department budget will be 
$33,750, compared to $5,500 last year. 


In a 5 to 4 vote, the city council ap- 


proved expenditures for a full-time regis- 
tered sanitarian to serve as health in- 
spector. The Board of Health appeared 
before the council to explain why the de- 
partment's budget should increase $9,000 
over last year. 


Tuesday night the council also ap- 


proved an expenditure next year to in- 
crease thecity prosecutor's fee to $75 
per day. 


A BREAKDOWN of the budget shows 


that the legislative department spent 
$14,100 last year and is budgeted to
